Then he pointed 
out some charts which took .the 
pistol'apart and explained if in 
Detail. And he had me look at the 
pistol again and

Freeman recommended that the 


street lights be done over so as 
o allow more light for pcdes- 
rians and vehicular traffic. 
He 


»uggested that by 
using fibre 


shields and painting the caps of 
>11 street lights, lighting could be 
mprovcd and at the same time 
sky glow could be eliminated. The 
report was presented to the coun- 
cil through Cornelius C. Moore, 
Newport member of the executive 
committee, 'and came as the re- 
sult of a recent survey. 


Declaring that the report had 


been discussed .with 
C. Irving 


Dwinnell, senior blackout 
engin- 


eer of the First Civilian Defense 
area of Boston, Mr. Freeman said 
he street lighting has created 
an undue hazard here. 
He said 


the survey was made on a rainy 
night with the ground slippery 
and some reflections were noticed. 
He said pedestrians were slipping 
and using great care in walking 
due to the low light intensity. 


"Many side streets running off 


Thames struct were lighted with 
gas lights and were of little value 
as far as 
the light . was con- 


cerned," the report said. "All that 
could be seen was a slight glow at 
:he base of the glass globe, due to 
the.fact that the globe had been 
jatnted two inches below ttie ig- 
iltlng unit. In my opinion, this 
'orm of obscuration paint.is not 
efficient and rendered practically 
no protection to the people. 


"The electric lights on Thames 


street had been reduced In inten- 
sity and every alternating light 
was out. The only form of obscur- 
ation was the cap at the. top of 
the pedestal painted black and in 
many instances the paint had al- 
ready worn off. These lights were 
spaced too far apart and of too 
low intensity to offer - much pro- 
lection." 


"The gas lights were measured 


approximately three feet' up from 
the ground and six feet away from 
the post and we could gel no read- 
ing whatsoever on our foot-candle 
meter," the report said. "We es- 
timate 
that the 
approximate 


amount of light is fifteen feet di- 
rectly downward."

The report 
recommended that 


Thames street electric lights have 
caps repainted and use shields so 
it would not be necessary to turn 
out every alternate light. Escape 
of light upward to SO^would then 
be eliminated and light 
concen- 


trated downward, it said. Various 
diagrams were attached.
